BELCHERTOWN —- With 
about six weeks until the Annual 
and Special Town Meetings, the 
Belchertown selectboard began dis- 
cussions about the meetings quo- 
rum, budget process and potential 
articles during an unprecedented 
year. 

Town Administrator Gary 
Brougham told the board it should 
start the process despite many 
uncertainties and to think about 


what articles could be put off until 
a special town meeting in the fall. 
“There is a lot of uncertainty 
about the budget, there’s a lot of 
uncertainty about the state bud- 
get and how it might shape up and 
potentially impact the communi- 
ty preservation articles,” he said. 
“There’s a lot of uncertainty about 
what level of openness government 
will have by town meeting time. 
We likely will have some social 
distancing protocol and restrictions 
on large gatherings which could 
influence how and how long a town 


meeting is presented.” 

Brougham said the warrant has 
to be posted by the first couple 
days into June. 

In regard to the budget, the town 
isn’t starting from square one, 
Brougham said in the past four 
to five weeks, he has been meet- 
ing with the town accountant and 
department heads to talk about the 
budget. 

“We have a pretty good handle 
on where we actually are,” he said. 

Selectboard Chair Ed Boscher 
said the board could decide in two 


weeks about the agenda of the 
meeting. 

“Just over a month or so, the 
budget process came to a screech- 
ing halt, but to Gary’s point earli- 
er, we do have to do something,” 
Boscher said. “The question is 
what does that look like? I don’t 
think next year’s budget is going to 
look particularly rosy. Some of the 
state tax receipts will be remark- 
ably down.”

Belchertown 
man killed 
in crash

LEVERETT —- A crash 
on Route 63 in Leverett 
involving a motorcy- 
cle and a car resulted in 
the death of 57-year-old 
Belchertown resident, Kevin 
Douville, according to the 
Communications Director 
for the Northwestern District 
Attorney’s Office, Mary 
Carey. 

The serious crash occurred 
late Saturday afternoon when 
“the operator of a motor 
vehicle was attempting to 
turn into a driveway on 
Long Plain Road when it 
was struck by the oncoming 
motorcycle,” police reported 
to the DA’s office. 

“A passenger on the motor- 
cycle was also hospitalized 
with serious injuries but is 
expected to survive,” Carey 
wrote in a press release. “The 
operator of the vehicle, a 
woman in her 80s, remained 
on scene and cooperated with 
the investigation. No criminal 
charges have been issued.” 

Leverett Police, Sunderland 
Police and the Massachusetts 
State Police Detectives Unit 
attached to the Northwestern 
District Attorney’s 
Office, responded to the scene 
and continue to investigate 
the incident, with assistance 
from MSP Crime Scene Services 
and MSP Collision Analysis and 
Reconstruction Section (CARS).

Belchertown woman arrested after chase

BELCHERTOWN — Officers 
arrested a 20-year-old Belchertown 
woman on nine charges after a 
chase into Belchertown from Palmer 
on Friday, April 17, according to 
Belchertown Police Communications 
Director David Squires. 

Lauren G. Harris, 20, of 10 
Sherwood Drive, Belchertown, was 
arrested and charged with threat to 
spread a biological hazard (COVID- 
19), assault and battery on police 
officer, operating under the influence 
of alcohol, negligent operation of 
a motor vehicle, failure to stop for 
police, possession of alcohol under 
21, speeding, open container in a 
vehicle and a marked lane violation. 

Around 11:06 p.m. Officer Jared 
Lavalle was advised by dispatch that 
Palmer Police officers were attempt- 
ing to stop a vehicle which was head- 
ing toward the Belchertown line. 

After dispatch gave a description 
of the vehicle, officers were able 
to locate Harris who was travelling 
southbound on Mill Valley Road, 
Palmer Police entered into town via 
Route 181, where Belchertown Police 
began to pursuit Harris. 

The car was observed travelling at 


high rate of 70 mph in 40 mph zone. 
Unable to catch up to the car, officers 
reported Harris accelerated again 80 
mph to catch up. Lavalle noted mul- 
tiple lanes violations as Harris drove 
back and forth on both the center and 
fog lines. 

As the cars approached Mill Valley 
Road and Aldrich Street, Sgt. Bruce 
Jenks deployed stop sticks to burst 
Harris’ tires, and while it was success- 
ful on one tire, she continued to drive 
at high rate of speed. 

Det. Robert Mann and Officer 
Michael Roney attempted to deploy 
additional stop sticks on South Main 
Street over to Main Street as Harris 
continued through the intersection at 
60 mph. While in the center of the 
intersection, pieces of the tire came 
off and Harris slowed down to 40 
mph, continuing onto North Main 
Street before coming to a stop. 

After stopping Harris exited vehi- 
cle, according to the police report, she 
was unsteady on her feet, and smelled 
like alcohol. 

As officers attempted to give Harris 
a field sobriety test, she began dance 
in the roadway. 

Officers placed Harris under arrest 
and secured her in a cruiser. 

When Officer Michael Roney and 


Officer Vincent Deponte attempted 
the booking process, Harris became 
hostile and uncooperative, yell- 
ing loudly and began removing her 
handcuffs. She wouldn’t follow com- 
mands. 

The officers advised Harris of her 
rights, and they were being read to 
her, yelled and approached the officer 
while coughing and making referenc- 
ing COVID-19. 

When she removed from the book- 
ing area, she was flailing. At one 
point, Harris cleared deep phlegm and 
spat at officers, and missed them. 

Harris attempted to physically 
engage with the officer and in the pro- 
cess was able to grab a radio on one 
of the officers who was required to 
physically remove it from her grip. 

As Harris was put into a cell, she 
struck at one of the officers in the vest 
area. 

She was transported to the 
Hampshire County Regional Jail and 
House of Corrections, where upon 
admission, her temperature was taken 
to check her COVID status. In this 
process, Harris bit on the thermometer 
and broke it, according to the police 
report. 

She returned to Belchertown and 
was bailed from the station.

The Cornell 
Lab of Ornithology now owns the dig- 
ital rights to the seminal, 17 volume 
Handbook of the Birds of the World, 
along with Bird Families of the World, 
the eBird database, and other import- 
ant and innovative works on the topic. 
It also includes the content of the 
Macaulay Library, a wildlife media 
archive with 18,469,356 photos, sounds 
and videos from around the world. 
The result is the most comprehensive, 
detailed, authoritative and accessible 
resource on the biology, plumages, and 
behaviors of every species of bird in 
the world, according to Lab Director 
John Fitzpatrick. He refers to the data- 
base as “bird diversity at your finger- 
tips” and notes that it brings the entire 
global community of birders and scien- 
tists together on behalf of birds. 

Content is continually evolving to 
maintain accuracy and comprehensive- 
ness.

He said he believes the town 
should contemplate different options 
on the table including a level funds 
budget as well as a level service bud- 
get. 

Brougham said this is the first time 
he’s ever seen “all different pots of 
money, whether it be the local, state 
or federal budget that every pot has 
been effected.” 

The town was about $320,000 
from a level service budget, 
Brougham said. 

“There were some new requests... 
one being another employee for Fire 
EMS, which we desperately need and 
that would come from revenue gener- 
ated by the department,” he said. ““We 
have a lot of investment in the storm- 
water program.” 

Brougham said there were con- 
cerns about the state opening back up 
from the stay at home order. 

“If (the order were lifted in June), 
I think we need to reconsider how 
we re paying our employees and then 
maybe look at some cuts if we’re 
looking at the end of June,” he said. 
“That’s another 
nine weeks out.

Obviously, we have a substantial pay- 
roll and to continue to pay everyone 
for nine more weeks would not be 
cost effective and not popular with 
our voters.” 

He said he wasn’t sure if the town 
would need to go to “total level fund- 
ing” but the town would need to 
reevaluate its level service budget to 
find “what needs to be there.” 

The selectboard determined the 
town would hold off on awards that 
would normally be presented as 
well as removed an article from the 
Special Town Meeting warrant. 

It was also unanimously agreed to 
remove an article from the Special 
Town Meeting warrant which pro- 
posed to “appropriate from available 
funds in the treasury a sum of money 
for renovations to the Chestnut Hill 
Community School’s recreation 
area.” 

Selectman Nick O’Connor said he 
thought it wasn’t the time or place. 

“All things being equal we should 
pursue, but we’re not in that space 
anymore,’ O’Connor said. “We 
should (withdraw it) given that 
there’s too much up in the air as far 
as funding and financing. I think 
everything is going to be pushed off 
a year or two.”

When it all came 
out in the wash 


an innocence work along with ignorance? As a 
young wife and mother of two active children 


under five years of age, lessons were learned amid 
simple, everyday chores such as 
laundry. 

Could washable, grey busi- 
ness dress slacks hang out some- 
where in the category of lessons 
learned? Unimpressive. Well, then, 
could it be that a tall man’s grey 
business suit slacks, requiring pro- 
fessional dry cleaning — were left 
high and dry? 

Once upon a time, a young wife 
and mother of two active children 
under five years of age, was asked 
to participate in several creative tests and recorded inter- 
views by her friend Lois, who was completing her mas- 
ter’s degree in Psychology. 

What was the topic for this session? Perhaps, this time, 
the interview was about some of the normal, everyday 
events that contribute to leaping through life on the home 
front. If memory recalls correctly, one of the most memo- 
rable interviews went something like this: 

“As a young wife and mother, what were some of your 
most challenging moments this week’?” 

“Tackling loads of laundry.” 

“Hmm. Why was that routine job so rough?” 

“Had to separate mountains of wash into colored, dark, 
and white piles.” 

“Umm. Triple duty. Do you have a dryer? Or do you 
have to hang laundry outside?” 

“Yup. Sure do! We’ve got a dandy dryer.” And, the 
young mother of two active children under 

five years of age muffled her giggles. 

The interviewer abruptly stopped as the Interviewee 
nearly collapsed with laughter. The counselor-to-be 
stopped the recording. 

Finding the giggles contagious, she asked, “What’s so 
funny about your dryer?” 

Putting down her pen, pushing aside her notes, Lois 
asked, “What happened?” 

“T washed, dried, folded the laundry and put it away. 
Then I hung the clothes that didn’t need ironing in bed- 
room closets.” 

“And...” 

‘““Well—by all appearances—when the Hub grabbed 
his business suit... Well, the matching grey pants were 
washed and dried in the dryer instead of being dry 
cleaned...” 

Gasp. Silence. Then table-slapping, rib-holding, heads- 
back laughter rocked the room. 

Sheepishly the young wife and mother of two active 
children under five years of age continued: “I honestly 
didn’t realize my mistake—even when I hung the slacks 
up in the closet. Umm. He must not have realized it 
either, especially during the early morning hours.” 

“Until...” 

“When my well-over six-feet-tall hubby got dressed for 
work, he didn’t notice anything unusual. But when I saw 
him— his pant leg cuffs were above ankles.” 

Giggles. Breath-bursting laughter. Trickling tears. 
Motherhood. Sisterhood. 

Lost for words — the young wife and mother of two 
active children under five years of age, wasn’t sure how to 
explain the mix-up. The problem of distinguishing, (amid 
chasing children and chores), between the washable per- 
manent-press, light-grey slacks and the dry-clean-only, 
light-grey business suit slacks. And, yet, as always—the 
Hub understood. 

Yet, somehow the interviewer and the interviewee, both 
being young mothers, understood how lessons and laugh- 
ter can erupt from committing acts with innocence and 
ignorance. And, even with laundry mix-ups—the truth 
being told—that undeniable evidence showed up when it 
all came out in the wash.

nd so, it continues. Schools are closed 
Ae: the rest of the year, we can’t 

visit our favorite social hangouts, 
and we’re confined to our homes for at least 
another month. 

How are you doing? Physically? 
Emotionally? This way of life is not easy, 
and I want to help! I’m a Registered Dietitian 
(RD) here in Belchertown, and I work with 
families and children all over town and 
throughout Western Massachusetts. I help 
busy families like yours figure out how to 
turn poor eating and lifestyle habits into 
healthful, sustainable, daily practices that 
require hardly any thought at all! I’ve transi- 
tioned my in-person nutrition therapy prac- 
tice into virtual online counseling for the 
time being, so I am able to stay connected to 
my families. 

From what I’ve seen so far, I find that 
there are generally two camps. 

There are those that are thriving, embrac- 
ing more time at home, and those that are 
in survival mode. I’m getting the vibe from 
some families that tackling eating and food 
changes is very overwhelming right now. For 
those of you who feel totally lost with your 
and your family’s nutrition, I’d like to offer 
you some tips! 

No matter what state the world is in, nor- 
mal life or “stay at home” life, there’s no 
time like the present. Now is a perfect time 
to focus on re-working how you feed your- 
self and your family. When we’re not in a 
state of pandemic, one reason families lag on 
implementing change is because they don’t 
have enough time between school and work 
schedules, dance, sports, homework and all 
those other things that eat up our time. 

Well, right now, doesn’t it feel like we 
have nothing but time? There’s time to plan 
meals, make a grocery list, try a new recipe, 
or reach out for professional help from a 
dietitian. 

Got a picky eater? There’s time to spend 
with that picky eater in the kitchen. Get them 
involved in the meal preparation, which has 
been shown to increase interest in food and 
the likelihood of a picky eater trying new 
foods. Make cooking and baking with your 
kids an opportunity for a science or math 
lesson, or a chance for sensory development 
for young children. Even toddlers can help 
pour, mix, and taste-test. Older children can 
use measuring cups and spoons to practice 
adding fractions. Not to mention, cooking is 
such an important life skill for our children. 
The younger we start them, the more confi- 
dent they’ II be. 

What about the argument “but the gro- 
cery stores are bare?” To some extent, this 
is true. I can’t find napkins, either. What I 
have observed, though, is that the produce 
sections are very well stocked. Can’t find 
the meat you want? Use this as an opportu- 
nity to try cooking a plant-based meal; we’re 
talking beans and rice, lentil soup, or black 
bean quesadillas (recipe below). Not only is 
Swapping out meat for plant-based protein 
great for your health, but it’s great for the 


environment, too. 

Many people, adults and children alike, 
are feeling increased anxiety and stress right 
now. Kids are struggling to keep up with 
online learning, and parents are now bread- 
winners, teachers, entertainers, and more. 
Did you know that what we eat can affect 
our mood? About 20 percent of our daily 
calorie needs go right to our brain. From 
ADHD to depression and anxiety, food can 
have a major impact on our mental health. 
Numerous research studies have found that 
consuming a diet rich in minimally processed 
foods, like fruits, vegetables, nuts, whole 
grains and limited added sugar, can help 
manage mental illness or conditions. 

I hope you found these tips helpful and 
are inspired to revamp your nutrition if 
you find yourself or your kids struggling.

Sweet Potato and 
Black Bean Quesadillas 

Prep time: 10 minutes 

Cook time: I hour 

Serves four (two quesadillas per person) 

Ingredients: 

1 whole sweet potato, peeled and diced into 

4 inch cubes 
1 whole onion, peeled and diced 
1 (15 oz.) can black beans, rinsed and 

drained 
1 Y% cups shredded Mexican style cheese 
8 small (6 inch) flour tortillas 
4 Tablespoons olive oil (for drizzling at 

each step) 
Salt and pepper, to taste 

Directions: 

Heat oven to 350 degrees F 

Spread sweet potato in an even layer on 
a baking sheet. Drizzle with olive oil, salt 
and pepper. Roast in preheated oven for 30 
minutes. 

Remove sweet potato from oven. Push 
to one side on the baking sheet and add 
onion to the other side. Spread into an even 
layer. Drizzle with olive oil, salt, and pep- 
per. Roast for 15 minutes. 

Remove sweet potato and onion from the 
oven. Push onion to middle of baking sheet. 
Add black beans to the remaining space on 
the baking sheet. Drizzle with olive oil, salt 
and pepper. Roast for 10 minutes. 

Pour all roasted vegetables into a large 
mixing bowl; mix thoroughly. 

On a clean baking sheet, lay out eight tor- 
tillas. Drizzle each tortilla with olive oil and 
spread so that each tortilla is covered with 
olive oil. Flip each tortilla over. 

On one side of the tortilla, sprinkle 2 
tablespoons shredded cheese. Spoon about 
Y, cup of the vegetable mixture on top of 
the cheese. Sprinkle another 2 tablespoons 
cheese over the vegetable mixture. Fold 
tortilla in half and push down so that it stays 
folded on its own. Repeat with the remain- 
ing eight tortillas. 

Broil on high for about 2 minutes per side 
or until desired doneness. Serve with salsa 
and sour cream, or fresh avocado.

RVs for Healthcare 
Heroes MA

REGION —- A pandemic comes with 
no positives, but the COVID-19 outbreak 
has at the very least rekindled the cre- 
ative spirits of countless residents. This 
newfound sense of ingenuity is best rep- 
resented by “RVs for Healthcare Heroes 
MA,” a community group that is lend- 
ing RVs to healthcare workers who must 
self-isolate. 

The group of volunteers is working 
in conjunction with Baystate Health. 
Organizer Keith Clancy explained how 
exactly the initiative works. 

“We’re reaching out and finding RVs 
to be [temporarily] donated to employ- 
ees who are exposed to COVID-19 on a 
daily basis,” said Clancy. “Their concern 
is what they’re bringing home to their 
families. This helps them safeguard their 
family members who are at a significant 
risk.” 

Many of the individuals that the pro- 
gram assists live with children or elderly 
family members who are vulnerable to 
the novel coronavirus. Baystate provides 
Clancy with a list of individuals who are 
in need of temporary housing, and the 
community group locates available RVs. 

The process is entirely confidential, 
and only limited personal information is 
required to participate. 

Clancy is aware that lending an RV to 
an individual who might have COVID- 
19 is no easy ask. He complimented the 
benefactors who have thus far contributed 
to the program. 

“Tt’s amazing; the fact that these people 
are stepping up and helping out, which 
we're using as our tagline,” Clancy said. 
“They are entrusting these people with

significant assets because it’s the right 
thing to do. Their generosity cannot be 
put into words. Our gratefulness can’t be 
put into words.” 

Each RV is professionally sanitized 
before being returned to its rightful 
owner. Clancy listed several of the other 
steps that must be taken to complete the 
difficult but worthwhile process of lend- 
ing a Baystate employee an RV for two 
weeks. 

“We have to consider many things; 
there’s a lot of moving pieces,” he said. 
“When you set up an RV in someone’s 
driveway, you have to get the clearances 
through the town and exemptions to any 
by-laws and things of that nature. We also 
need to be sure that the septic is taken 
care of; we have entities that will come 
in and pump out the grey and black water 
twice a week.” 

Individuals who are interested in lend- 
ing an RV can find more information on 
the group’s website rvsforhealthcarehe- 
roes.org. Those who want to help but 
don’t own an RV can still contribute in 
a variety of ways such as installing pro- 
pane, wiring electricity or completing 
plumbing. 

Several local sponsors have pitched 
into the endeavor; among them are 
Xheight Studios, Osterman Propane, 
Whitely Septic Service, Salem Cross Inn 
Restaurant and Tavern and King Ward 
Coach Lines, which has offered a lot to 
house the colossal vehicles. 

“Some of these locations don’t have 
space for an RV,” said Clancy. “You can’t 
put a camper in the driveway; it’s just not 
going to happen. King Ward Coach Lines 
has offered space within their secure 
facility with 24-hour video surveillance, 
lighting, electricity, water and all that for 
potentially up to 30 RVs with the appro- 
priate spacing to self-isolate.”

Update on free meals program 
during school closure

Free meals? How is this possible? 

Belchertown Public Schools par- 
ticipates in the Summer Food Service 
Program (SFSP). This is a federally-fund- 
ed, state-administered program. SFSP 
reimburses program operators who serve 
free healthy meals to children and teens 
in low-income areas. Belchertown quali- 
fies for SFSP based on 2019 Census data 
and has operated under this program since 
March 17 to offer free meals to children. 

Who is eligible to receive free meals? 

All school aged children are eligible to 
receive free meals. SFSP is separate from 
the free and reduced meal program oper- 
ated during the normal school year, and 
SFSP is open to all children regardless of 
household income or school year free and 
reduced status. 

What will my children receive? 

Each eligible child in the household will 
receive one breakfast and one lunch for 
every school day in the week according to 
the 2019-2020 school year calendar. Each 
household will also receive one gallon of 
milk for every one to two eligible children 
in the household. The menu is posted on 
the bottom of this page and updated week- 
ly. Substitutions will be made for medically 
documented food allergies, but food pref- 
erences, such as “I don’t like sunbutter” 
cannot be accommodated. 

How do I get meals for my children? 

Parents interested in obtaining free meals 
for their children can complete a one time 
sign up using this link. Please know that 
signing up gives food service staff a pro- 
jected count only, and does not guarantee 
meals will be available when you arrive. 
Although we make every effort to provide 
meals for everyone, during this unprece- 
dented time demand is sometimes higher 
than we are able to meet. We cannot turn 
people away who don’t sign up because 
SFSP is free to all children without regis- 
tration or ID required. Therefore, meals 
will be available on a first come first serve 
basis, and we encourage anyone interested 
to sign up so we have an accurate meal 
count for which to prepare. 

Meals are distributed at Chestnut Hill 
Community School on Wednesdays from 
lla.m. to 1p.m. Cars should enter at the 
Chestnut Hill Community School entrance 
on State Street and follow the traffic pat- 
tern. Cars that enter at Belchertown High 
School or Swift River Elementary School 
will be turned around and made to re-en- 
ter at CHCS. Upon approaching our red 
meal distribution tent, please open your 
trunk so we can put meals in your vehi- 
cle. To minimize contact, we will not put

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Spring sports officially cancelled

REGION — After weeks of spec- 
ulation back and forth, the high 
school sports world got the sad 
news it had been dreading. 

Last Friday, the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association’s Board of Directors 
was forced unanimously to cancel 
the spring sports season and associ- 
ated tournaments. 

It was a mere formality as 
Gov. Charlie Baker announced 


last Tuesday that schools in 
Massachusetts would remained 
closed for the remainder of the 
2019-2020 academic school year, 
which would have ended in mid to 
late June. 

Baker held off for a few weeks 
on making the decision, hoping 
new coronavirus case numbers 
would decrease to the point where 
the state could begin opening up. 

But as the “surge” in both new 
cases and deaths progressed, it 
became clear to Baker’s administra- 
tion that putting students in schools 


would not be a good situation. 
Additionally, the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association pushed for the 
closure of schools for the remainder 
of the year. 

The closure of school means it 
is not possible for athletes to play 
sports, putting an end to the pro- 
posed shortened, 12-game season 
the MIAA was hoping to play 
beginning on May 4. The school 
closure was set to expire on that 
day before Baker made his 
announcement. 

The announcement gives a defin- 


itive answer the question about 
whether or not seniors will have 
their final moments in many of 
their respective spring sports. The 
decision cancels baseball, softball, 
boys lacrosse, girls lacrosse, boys 
tennis, girls tennis, boys track, girls 
track, boys volleyball. 

There are no proposals for any 
school sponsored sports to play 
during the summer, and athlet- 
ic directors will now have to turn 
their attention to hopefully play- 
ing sports this fall, provided school 
resumes in September. 


Summer soccer league officials optimistic lor season

LUDLOW -— In the advent of 
the high school sports spring 
season being cancelled and the 
lack of team sports being played 
all over the country, sights 
in Western 
Massachusetts | 
have now begun 
looking at 
whether summer 
sports will be 
played. 

Summer 
sports have bal- 
looned over the 
years as a way to 
keep all athletes 
active during the 
summer months. 
In the past, there 
was only sum- 
mer baseball 
and soccer. But 
basketball, field 
hockey, lacrosse, 
and even flag 
football have 
been added over 
time. 

The Pioneer 
Valley Summer 
Soccer League, 
however, nearly 
outlasts them all 
and is consid- 
ered a crucial 
battleground for 
players that are 
vying for that 
competitive edge 
heading into the 
fall season. 

The PVSSL has been in exis- 
tence for more than 40 years, and 
there is some question as whether 
or not the season will begin on 
time following the cancellations 
that have already occurred. 

Lusitano Stadium in Ludlow, 
which hosts the PVSSL finals in 
early August, is the home of the 
semi-pro Western Mass. Pioneers. 
However, their season has been 
cancelled. 

The American Legion baseball 
program will not have a nation- 
al tournament or a World Series. 
However, Legion officials do 
hope players will have a regular 
season, especially with the spring 
baseball season cancelled. 

Chris Kolodziey, who along 
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with his wife Dianna, took over 
the PVSSL in place of his late 
father, league founder and leg- 
endary soccer contributor William 
Kolodziey, says they are monitor- 
ing the situation closely. 

Unlike some other leagues, 
Dianna Kolodziey said last week 
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there is some flexibility in hold- 
ing the PVSSL season. 

“We are not opposed to revis- 
ing the start and end dates for 
the leagues, we are will continue 
to explore our options to get our 
players back on the field,” said 
Dianna Kolodziey. 

The league typically begins 
play in mid-June and concludes 
during the final week of July with 
a playoff week following that. 

PVSSL plays a 10 or 11-game 
regular season. The league is 
divided into four divisions, 
Division A boys, Division B boys, 
Division A girls, and Division 
B girls. Larger schools highly 
competitive or advanced small- 
er schools usually participate in

week it is closely monitoring 
the coronavirus situation, but 

is still hopeful the league 

will begin play on time in 
mid-June. 
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Division A. Division B usually 
includes smaller schools or situ- 
ations where a larger school has 
two teams. 

Last week, Dianna Kolodziey 
placed a statement on the PVSSL 
website expressing the optimism 
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of having a normal summer sea- 
son. 

“At this time we are keeping 
our hopes up and being optimis-

Golf 
cancels 
open event 


NORTON —- Mass Golf 
has made the decision to can- 
cel the 111th Massachusetts 
Open, set to take place June 
15-17 at Taconic Golf Club 
in Williamstown, due to the 
ongoing spread of COVID-19 
throughout Massachusetts and 
the entire country. 

All six Mass Open qual- 
ifying events have also been 
canceled, but any exemptions 
from this year will carry over 
and be honored for the 2021 
Mass Open. 

Participants who have reg- 
istered have received an email 
detailing how refunds will be 
processed for the Mass Open 
and its qualifying events. 

The Mass Open is the only 
Mass Golf event that allows 
amateur and professionals 
from any state or country to 
enter and compete against one 
another. With a professional 
purse of $75,000, the Mass 
Open offers one of the larg- 
est purses in the New England 
area. 

The Four-Ball Cham- 
pionship was also canceled 
earlier this month, making the 
Mass Open the second of Mass 
Golf’s Championships to be 
canceled this year. This also 
marks the first time since 1945 
that there will be no Mass 
Open played, as the event was 
not held from 1943-45 due to 
World War II. 

“We care deeply about this 
historic and signature cham- 
pionship and have made this 
decision with a heavy heart,” 
said Jesse Menachem, Mass 
Golf’s Executive Director/ 
CEO. “This is an unfortunate 
situation we’re dealing with

BELCHERTOWN — Like 
many people, Paul LeBoeuf, a 
Belchertown resident and sec- 
ond shift supervisor at University 
Health Services at UMass 
Amherst, didn’t think his world 
would change as much as it has in 
the past couple of months. 

Working as the second shift 
Maintainer II (supervisor), 
LeBoeuf oversees a crew of four 
maintainers perform janitorial and 
light maintenance work. 

“We never really hear about 
people doing our job even though 
we are on the front line and 
responsible for most of the san- 
itizing going on,” he said. “I’m 
also a student at Springfield 
Technical Community College 
and have three small children at 
home. That adds to the stress of 
hoping each night I’m not bring- 
ing something home to them.” 

The job entails cleaning, and 
now sanitizing bathrooms, offic- 
es, classrooms, stairwells, etc. to 
make sure they are disinfected — 
an important function during the 
pandemic. 

UMass Amherst “has under- 
taken an increased-frequency 
custodial cleaning campaign of 
facilities around campus. This 
includes high-touch areas such as 
handrails, doorknobs and elevator 
panels,” according to its website. 

“Before COVID this place was 
very different,’ he wrote in an 
email on Tuesday. “Almost every 
day is packed with student and/ 
or staff patients. It’s not uncom- 
mon to see the walk-in waiting 
room nearly full almost every day.

There is lots of work to be done 
and the place is full of life.” 

However, now he said “UHS 
has become much of a ghost 
town.” 

Since the COVID-19 pandemic, 
LeBoeuf said, “They have shut 
down some services like eye care 
and physical therapy.” 

The pharmacy is closed earlier 
and now always locked. Patients 
are no longer allowed inside the 
pharmacy,” he said. “Almost all 
the office workers now work 
from home and we have a skel- 
eton crew making up our medi- 
cal teams that rotate every couple 
days during the week. Our front 
door to the building is locked and 
staffed by two to three people 
Screening everyone that comes 
in.” 

Patients have to call from out- 
side the building before decid- 
ing if they can be let in. If they 
are showing any possible signs of 
COVID-19, they are tested out- 
side either in the medical tent or 
by driving up with their car. 

“We also practice social dis- 
tancing of six feet whenever pos- 
sible as we work,” he added. 

Like many changes in people’s 
lives, LeBoeuf said the biggest 
change for him is that “my fiancé 
is now working from home.” 

“She also works at UMass 
aS an academic advisor,” he 
said. “We’ve had to pull two of 
my children out of daycare/pre- 
school so it’s tough having to 
keep them occupied all day with- 
out really being able to go any- 
where.” 

They have three children — 
Noah, 4, Annalia, who is turning 
3 next month, and Kaya who 1s 7

months old. 

They try to get out at least a 
couple times a week to the 
Quabbin or other hiking trails, he 
said.

them that we can’t go right now 
because there are a lot of germs 
around.
